The last surviving child of the Raymond Sloan 
family is still in critical condition in St. Mary's Hospital 
in Saginaw, 

Funeral rites were held Saturday for the three 
children stuck down last week while sleeping at home. 

Raymond Sloan Sr. and his wife Judy, 33, were both 
released from Mercy Hospital here on Friday. They had 
been treated for what is believed to have been the ill 
effects of carbon monoxide poisoning. 

Janette Sloan, 10, had been rushed to Mercy 
Hospital along with her father last Wednesday. She 
was transierred to Saginaw later that day and hospital 
officials there still list her condition as critical. 

The three children that died in the tragic mishap 
included Penny Rae Sloan, 12, Raymond Clarence 
Sloan Jr., and Rachel Ann Sloan, 6. 

the father and one girl had been rushed to the 
hospital hare where Mr. Sisan's wife was being treated 
for what may have been the ill effects of the same 
fumes as weil. She had been taken to the hospital the 
day before a neighbor noticed jittie activity around the 
Sloan residence on Wednesday. 

The neighbor, Barbara Grant, knocked on the door 
of the 12 by 60 foot mobile home in the early afternoon. 
Her knocking roused Sloan, who although almost 
unconscious managed to open the door. 

An ambulance was summoned after the neighbor 
notified the Crawford County Sheriff department. They 
arrived at the home, located at 5928 Suzanne Avenue, 
and took the father and one child immediately to the 
hospital. 

The three Sloan children were found dead by the 
Sheriff's officers. A family pet, a poodle, also affected 
by the fumes was treated at the Grayling Animal 
Hospital. 

The state police fire marshall along with the 
deputies from the Sheriff's department, nave been 
conducting an investigation to confirm the cause of the 
deaths. A gas space heater was believed to be the 
source of the fumes. 

Results of their tests were forwarded to the 
Department of Health for further study. Sheriff Haas 
said that although the results had been requested as 
soon as possible, he did not expect any word for at 
least one week and possibly longer.

Water Becoming Precious 


By Rod Denley 

While Grayling city resi- 
dents worry most about 
snow and ice this time of 
year, City Manager Jerry 
Mortord also concerns nim- 
self with the drinking water 
of this community and the 
State of Michigan, as well. 

The City Council, Monday 
night, approved his appoint- 
ment to the Michigan Muni- 
cipal Leagué, to participate 
on the Rules Advisory Com- 
mittee, which the Division of 
Water Supply has establish- 
ea to develop administrative 
rules for the implementation 
of the new state ‘Safe Drink- 
ing Water Act’. 

Morford pointed out that it 
is important that Grayling 
and other small communities 
get representation on such 
committees, since in many 
cases, what is good for large 
communities is not neces- 
sarily the best for small 
ones. “This way the small 
utitity does not get forgot- 
ten,” ne said. 

Moora also reporicd ts 
council that the water system 
construction here was pro- 
gressing very weli. He said 
the new tank is 60 oer cent 
completed, and, added that 
it could be ready for painting 
by the end of March. The 
contract calls for completion 
on July 1st. 

Counci! also approved 
payment of over $20,000 for 
an emergency generator sys- 
tem for the wells. which 
could be used in case of 
power failure to pump the 
water. They also authorized 
the payment of the plant 
- which had been formerly 
contracted in the plan once it 
is inspected and found oper- 
ational. 

Morford also announced 
to Counci! that public hear- 
ings relating to the joint city 
- township sewer study 
could begin by late February 
or early March.

deal of property, and that the 
proposal could have a great 
Impact on the area. 

“Why are they having their 
meetings in Ann Arbor, Detroit 
and Lansing?

Later this spring, the state 
will announce test dates for the 
four remaining service areas, 
Automatic Transmission, Man- 
Udi Transiiissiun, Eiecliieal 
Systems, and Heating and Air 
Conditioning. Kirtland  pians 
one or more additional weekend 
courses to help prepare me- 
chanics for this battery of tests. 
with the dates to be set after the 
state announces its test dates. 

The certification program cov- 
ers every mechanic except 
“persons who work in a facility 
whose sore customer is a single 
commercial, industrial or gov- 
ernmental establishment; or 
work only on their own or a 
family member's motor vehicle.” 
Such mechanics need not be 
certified. 

If the tests are taken in 1977, 
there are no fees: but starting in 
1978, there will be a fee of $5 
per test. or $40 for the entire 
set. It is obviously to every 
working mechanic's advantage 
to apply to take the tests on the 
first round. 

People who pass all eight 
tests will be eligibfe to apply for 
the Master Mechanic certificate. 
The fee for the first certificate 
will he $20 regardless of the 
number of categories applied 
for at one time; renewal fee will 
be $16. 

The Kirtland course will offer 
instruction in the form of a slide 
presentation and sample test- 
ing.

The name of Michigan is generally 
considered to be derived from the 
Indian words “Michi-gama" meaning 
large lake. 

Michigan, of course, is known as 
the Wolverine State or the Great Lakes 
State. The capitol was dedicated at 
Lansing in 1879 

Admission of Michigan to the 
United States was in 1837 as the 26th 
State. 

Our state motto is this: 
miunsulam amoenam 
Translated from the Latin it means: ‘If 
you seek a pleasant neninsula look 
about you." 

The present state seal—featuring 
ine motto and a moose and a deer and 
a’ eagle and a sunrise and a lake and a 
an—featuring the elements of the 
seal on a dark blue field—was also 
adopted in 1911.

United States Representatives, 38 
state Senators, and 110 state Repre- 
sentatives.

Dear Whitey: 

With regard to your January 
27 “From Our Corner ...”, let me 
reassure you tnat the Caner 
pardon of Vietnam War draft 
evaders is not an indication that 
our country is doomed to a 
Communist takeover. The Viet- 
nain War will remain a dark and 
bloody chapte: in United States 
history. The era is a national 
tragedy heightened by subtle 
lies and deceptions from Presi- 
dents Kennedy, Johnson, and 
Nixon and their advisors when 
revealing their administrations’ 
war policies to Congress and 
the public. (For examole, see 
“The Pentagon Papers” and 
“Truth Is the First Casualty”.) 

By the mid-1960's, Americans 
began {to reflect on our involve- 
ment in Vietnam. They realized 
that regardiess of all the man- 
power, military equipment, and 
other national resources pour- 
ing into our war effort, the U.S. 
was effectively loosing the 
battle. The moral dilemma fac- 
ing the young draft-age men at 
the fime was tremendous. Thou- 
sands Of ihese men refused iv 
compromise their personal inte- 
grity by allowing themselves to 
pe Grafied, thereby supporting a 
war they felt to be unjust. 
Granted, we have al! heard 
stories of the sons in affluent 
families who could afford to 
remain in colfege or find a 
reliable doctor to “document” a 
physical disability to keep the 
young men from the armed ser- 
vice. But the less fortunate 
could either dishonestly fail 
their draft exams or illegally 
refuse to serve. 

These men were not Commu- 
nists. They were not cowards. 
They were acting in the best of 
American traditions — insisting 
that their voice be heard and 
that their reservations about the 
war be addressed. The lack of 
response from national leaders 
left the passionate war resisters 
no choice but to go under- 
Ground or tc leave their country. 
Tne decision to uproot one's 
self from the security of family. 
home. and job to move 10 a 
foreign nation or to drop from 
society is hardly one made by a 
person wanting an easy way 


Those of us who lived through 
the Vietnam War with no more 
discomfort than bombardment 
from the media about the con- 
fusing war and having to pay 
taxes for an unpopular war have 
no right to discredit the men for 
whom draft was a real threat to 
their personal beliefs. A much 
graver danger to our national 
security than draft evasion is a 
passive pubiic mentality which 
accepts any authoritarian edict 
from governmentai sources. The 
rise Of Hitlerism in Germany 
speaks for itself. According to 
our Deciaration of eper 
dence. people in a democratic 
society must continually evalu- 
ate the programs and policies 
emanating from their govern- 
ment. They alone are respon- 
sible for taking action to alter 
those activities found unaccep- 
tabie. Debate is a healthy and 
vital ete process; biind ad- 


by the “public is tatal ‘to a free 
society. Although a sore and 
painful experience, we have 
learned it is possible for a dis- 
senting public outcry to be 
heard in Washington D.C. and 
ultimately heeded. 

So do not tell me that draft 
evaders are unpatriotic. Do not 
say a Presidential pardon is an 
invitation to Communist domi- 
nation. Wars leave ugly and 
festering wounds. Some of us 
may not respect those who 
refused to fight in Vietnam; 
others may not understand 
those who could continue to 
support our Vietnam War effort 
to the end. But that war is over 
and hopefully the wounds can 
heal. President Carter was 
simply trying to end the agony 
of the Vietnam War for those 
who were forced by their gov- 
ernment to take illegal action in 
protest against questionable 
U.S. participation in a foreign 
war.

Fire Hits 
Workshop 
at Jelivstone

Damage has been estimat- 
ed at at least $40,000 as a 
result of a fire at Jellystone 
Campground and Resort. 

The Crawford County Fire 
Department volunteers rush- 
ed to the scene of. the tire 
about 10:00 a.m., Friday. 
The blaze had broken out in 
the workshop at the resort, 
which is located about five 
miles east of 1-75 on Four 
hiile Road. 

The black billowing smoke 
could be seen from over a 
mile away as it rose above 
the pine trees. Firemen put 
the biaze out, leaving a 
aulted sod charred ckolaice 
when they left the scene. 

The workshop was adja- 
cent to a gas pump. and 
rignt beside an underground 
gas tank which did not go up 
in flames. Firemen bravely 
pumped water on the blaze 
and occasionally doused ox- 
ygen and acetylene tanks 
with water to keep therm cuci 
as they fought the fire. 

“Thank God no one has 
been injured.” said resort 
owner, Harold Haberman, as 
he watched the firemen 
work. He said he believes the 
fire may have started from a 
wood Stove in one end of the 
building, but said he was nat 
positive. He added no one 
was in the building at the 
time the fire started, and 
when it was first noticed, the 
blaze was in the area of the 
building where the wood 
stove was Siiting. 

He said there was about 
325.000 wutiii of ious i ihe 
shop. He estimated that the 
building was worth about 
$15,006 for a total estimated 
toss of $40,000. He said that 
tho building and contents 
were insured.
